NOTES FROM SOUTH CAMBRIDGESHIRE DISTRICT COUNCIL 


South Cambridgeshire District Council have issued a byelaw specifically relating 
to the collection of refuse and below is an extract for information. 


This byelaw relates to the removal of household refuse by South Cambs. D.C. under 
Section 72 (3) of the Public Health Act 1936. 


1. The Occupier shall deposit ashes and household refuse in the plastic bags 
provided by the Council but any other movable receptacle such as a cardboard 
box or a plastic container will do. 





2. #The.Council shall notify residents of the time and day of collections. 


(a) Sacke and containers of refuse shall be placed at a point which can be 
reached conveniently from the street 

(b) which is as near as reasonably practical to the point of access for 
refuse collection from the street, and 


(c) from which refuse can be removed without being taken through 2 dwelling 
house. 


Requirement (a) and (b) shall not apply in the case of elderly, infirm or 
disabled occupiers or in any other case where the Council determine that 
special circumstances exist, and that requirement (c) shall not apply where 
there is no alternative access. . 


3. (i) No liquid matter shall be deposited in any movable receptacle used for 
household refuse intended for removal by the Council. 
(ii) NO GLASS OR SHARP OBJECTS shall be deposited in any movable receptacle @ 
intended for removal by the Council without first being adequately 
wrapped in stout paper or cardboard or otherwise protected in a 
suitable manner. 


he No person shall remove any matter which the Council have undertaken to 
remove, not being matter produced on his own premises which he intends to 
remove for sale or for his own use, and which is kept in the meantime so 
as not to be a nuisance. 


5. Any pexson who offends against any of the provisions of this byelaw shall be 
liable on summary conviction to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds. 
The byelaw is effective from ist August 1987. ;
